I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  on 
the  Public  Health  Conditions  of  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1937,  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  1/58  of  the  13th. Janaary,  1958. 


AREA. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  9,234  acres. 


TOHJMTION. 

The  estimated  home  population  at  mid- summer  1957  was  39,100  (an 
increase  of  3,170  from  the  previous  year).  This  gives  a population 
of  4.21  per  a.cre. 

IMiABITED  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses,  according  to  rate  books,  at 
31/12/57  was  11,301,  an  increase  of  1,037  from  last  year, 

RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  Rateable  Value  was  ,3348 ,293  and  the  sum  represented  by  a Id. 
Rate  -was  £1,337  for  the  year  1957-58. 


SOCIol  CONDITIONS. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are:  Brickmaking,  raining, 

agricultural,  and  heavy  industries  are  now  well  established.  The 
district  is  also  largely  residential.

Of  these  77 6 births,  395  were  registered  locally,  the  remaining 
381  being  transferred  into  the  district  from  outside  areas.  Approxi- 
mately 50.9  per  cent  of  the  births  were,  therefore,  registered  locally, 
which  is  less  than  the  percentage  for  last  year  (viz.,  57«7). 
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BIRTH  MP  DEA,t::  rates  . 

The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  19. 8A  and  the 
corrected  live  birth  rate  18.05  - the  latter  can  bo  compared  with  the 
birth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  which  was  16.1  for  1957. 

For  1956  the  crude  and  corrected  live  birth  rates  were  18.09  and 

17.00  respectively.. 

It  should  be  noted  that  no  birth  took  place  in  St.  Margaret’s 
Hospital,  &t.  Barr  (resident  population  approximately  1,A50).  Ex- 
cluding the  Hospital,  the  crude  birth  rate  was  20.61  and  the  corrected 
birth  rate  19.02. 

Illegitimate  Birth  Rate  - per  1,000  live  births-  wa.s  23. 0. 

Still  Birth  Rate  - 18  still  births  (males  8 and  females  10)  were 

registered,  and ^che  rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  was 
22.67  (or  0.i-6  per  1,°°0  of  the  population).  The  corresponding  rate 
for  the  whole  of  England  and- Wales  was  22. A.  The  still  birth  rate  for 
1956  was  26o 15. 

Death  Rate  - 237  deaths  (males  136,  females  101 ). 

The"  crude  death  rate  was  6.06  and  the  corrected  death  rate  9.99  per 

1.000  of  the  population  - the  latter  can  be  compared  with  the  death 
rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  which  was  11. 50. 

The_  factors  (A,  C.F  *p_)  - used  for  calculating  the 

corrected  birth  and  death  rates  have  been  amended  and  are  now  0.91  and 
I.65  respectively  as  compared  with  0.89  and  1.6l.  This  means  a further 
lowering  of  the  crude  birth  rate  and  an  increase  of  the  crude  death 
rate,  and  makes  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  sex  and 
age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole. 

When  so  corrected,  the  birth  and  death  rates  a.re  comparable  with  the 
crude  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  or  with  corresponding  corrected 
rates  for  any  other  area. 

The  A.C.F’s  have,  no  doubt,  been  amended  this  year,  because  the 
rapid  increase  in  the  population  in  recent  years  has  affected  its 
composition  by  sex  and  age  groups. 

In  addition  the  death  rate  A, C F,  is  now  adjusted  specifically  to 
take  account  of  any  "residential  institutions"  in  ee.ch  area. 

Seventy-nine  deaths  were  transferred  into  the  district  and  five 
were  transferred  out. 

Inf_an_tile_  Death  Rate  - 13  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  (of 

these,  11  were  und.er  four  weeks  of  ago ) , giving  an  Infantile  Deaih 
Rate  of  16.75  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  (all  causes)  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  23.0  per  1,000  Live  Births,  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  this  country. 

No  illegitimate  infant  died  under  one  year  of  age. 

No  death  resulted  from  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion. 
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Cancer  etc.  - 29  deaths  resulted  from,  cancer  and  included  in  these 
were  3 deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and/or  "bronchus. 

Since  January  1953,  details  of  persons  normally  resident  in  the 
Aldridge  Urban  District  who  die  of  cancer  (all  kinds)  are  being  forwarded 
monthly  to  the  County  Medico 1 Officer  of  Health. 

No  death  was  due  to  Diphtheria,  and  7 resulted  from  Pneumonia. 

Laboratory  Facilities  - The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(Stafford)  supplies  excellent  facilities  for  the  examination  of  swabs, 
specimens  of  sputa,  blood  etc., 

During  the  year  reports  on  4 swabs  from  throats  etc.,  and  5 specimens 
of  faeces  were  received,  all  of  which  were  negative.  Three  specimens  of 
sputum  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  all  were  negative.

Veneral  Disease  - Clinics  are  held  at  fie  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall, 
for  diagnostic,  consultative  and  curative  purposes.

WATER. 


The  Aldridge  Urban  District  is  within  the . statutory  area  of  the 
South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  and  Mr-  R.A„ Robertson, 
B.Sc.,  M.Inst.C.E. , Chief  Engineer,  has  kindly  let  me  have  the 
following  information  for  the  year  1957 

(1)  The  supply  to  the  Urban  District  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity* 

(2)  The  supply  at  present  is  chiefly  derived  from  one 
Pumping  Station  (Bourne  Yale  Pumping  Station) 
within,  and  six  Pumping  Stations  outside,  the 
boundaries  of  the  Urban  District.  A proportion 
of  water  from  surface  sources  is  also  supplied  to 
parts  of  the  district. 

Regular  and  frequent  samples  of  all  the  waters  are 
examined  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically. 


Samples  of  the  water  prior  to  treatment  are  also 
examined  bacteriologically  where  possible. 


Daring  1957?  A4  samples  were  examined  from  Bourne 
Yale  Pumping  Station,  ail  of  which  were  satis- 
factory, l6C  sa  pies  out  of  171  from  the  reservoirs 
at  Barr  Beacon  were  free  from  qoliform  bacterial 
12  samples  from  the  Waterman’s  house  at  Aldridge 
were  all  free  from  ooliform  bacteria.

samples  from  the  Waterman’s  house  being  free  from  any 
detectable  quantity  of  lead.

Chlorination  is  practised,  as  a precautionary  measure, 
at  most  of  the  Pumping  Stations. 


In  cases  of  possible  contamination  in  the  event  of 
burst  or  damaged  mains,  emptying  reservoirs  etc., 
emergency  chlorination  is  performed.  Special  apparatus 
and  staff  are  a.va:  lable  for  this  work.  New  mains  etc., 
are  no^  brought  into  use  until  the  water  has  been  exa- 
mined and  pronounced  satisfactory.

The  number  of  houses  with  a piped  water  supply  in 
the  Urban  District  of  Aldridge  at  31st  December, 

1957,  was  11,473,  an  increase  of  92 A from  the 
previous  year. 

This  information  indicates  that  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the 
water  supply  throughout  the  district  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  a few  isolated  wells  in  the  less  thickly  populated 
parts  of  the  district. 


PUBLIC  C LEAHS  IHG-. 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  were  maintained  at  a 
satisfactory  level  during  the  yean.  Although  costs  and  the  number 
of  houses  to  be  dealt  with  increased,  the  service  was  carried  out 
economically  and  efficiently  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector.  (Full  details  a.re  embodied  in  the  Chief

Nine  cases  occured  in  Aldridge,  3 in  Rushall,  1 in  Pels all,  3 in 
Pheasey,  9 in  Streetly  and  3 in  Great  Barr. 

Eight  of  these  30  cases  were  notified  from  Institutions  and  10 
ca.ses  were  brought  to  my  notice  otherwise  than  by  formal  notification

A quinquennial  review  of  the  cases  who  had  been  more  than  5 years 
(in  the  case  of  pulmonary  T.B)  and  more  than  3 years  (in  the  case  of 
n on-pulmonary  ToB)  on  the  register,  was  carried  out  in  the  Autumn  of 
1957 . 

The  review  was  made  possible  by  the  most  helpful  co-operation  of 
Dr.  Jamison,  Area  Medical  Officer,  who  allowed  the  Health  Visitors  to 
assist.  Their  services  resulted  in  much  useful  information  and  are 
much  appreciated. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chest  Physicians,  at  several  Chest 
Clinics,  especially  Dr.  J.  Macartney,  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  The  General 
Hospital,  Walsall,  for  their  valuable  co-operation. 

Other  sources  of  information  were  also  probed  in  order  to  make  the 
review  as  detailed  and  accurate  as  possible. 

It  was  ultimately  possible  to  erase  no  less  than  75  cases  from  the 
register,  which,  together  with  seven  cases  removed  through  normal 
channels  made  the  total  number  of  erasures  82,  as  follows:-

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year  was  good.  No 
action  was  necessary  on  account  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify. 


four  deaths  from  Pulmonary  and  no  death  from  Non-Pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  registered.,  giving  death  rates  per  .1,000  of  the 
population  of  0.10  and  0.00  respectively. 

This  is  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  for  this  district  and 
compares  v.dth  0.28  the  average  for  the  decade  1947-1956.  It  will 
no  doubt  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  death  rates  from  tuberculosis 
(pulmonar3_  and  n on-pulmonary)  for  the  district  in  the  years  1912,  1913, 
and  1914  were  1.82,  1.07  and  1.90  respectively.

Very  many  cases  of  influenza  occurred  in  the  District  curing  the 
autumn  months  of  1957*  As,  however,  influenza  is  not  a notifiable 
disease,  it  is  not  possible  to  record  the  number  of  cases  which 
occurred.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  influenza  was  not  of 
a serious  nature. 

I am  grateful  to  the  General  Practitioners,  who,  on  request,  very 
kindly  kept  me  informed  of  the  approximate  number  of  cases  seen  by 
them  in  the  course  of  their  medical  practices. 


EPOD  POISOimio 

Three  cases  of  Staphylococcal  food  poisoning  occurred  in  a family 
(parents  and  one  child)  in  Streetly  and  were  treated  in  Little  Bromwich 
General  Hospital.  The  most  likely  source  of  infection  was  boiled  ham. 

Five  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  also  fully  investigated. 


MOJTOAEYo 


The  Mortuary,  at  Anchor  Road,  Aldridge,  has  continued  to  be  made 
use  of  by  all  concerned.  The  same  pant-time  attendant  is  employed, 
and  the  over-all  arrangements  have  proved  satisfactory. 

SK7AGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  extensions  to  the  Disposal  Works  at  Barns  Lane,  Rush all,  were 
officially  opened  in  September.  These  extensions,  together  with  the 
existing  works,  are  now  capable  of  dealing  with,  a dry  weather  flow  of 
550,600  gallons  per  day,  and  have  been  planned  to  facilitate  future 
extensions  to  supers  3 de  the  old  works  and  to  deal  with  a dry  weather 
flow  of  815,000  gallons  per  day. 

It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  a.  similar  modem  sewage  disposal  works 
are  being  constructed  to  repla.ee  the  inadequate  and  obsolete  works 
situated  at  Chester  Road,  Aldridge. 

PRIVIES. 

The. .number  of  privies  remaining  throughout  the  district  is  k-l 
these  .are  in  situations  where  a public  sewer  is  not  available. 


SMALL  POX  AMD  VACCINATION. 

In  July  a case  of  suspected  Small  Pox  was  reported  from  Gt.  Barr. 
After  enquiry  and  consultation  with  a Small  Pox  Specialist  (Dr.  Martine) 
the  case  was  diagnosed  as  Chicken  Pox. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917  • 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,,  1%8  .(SECTION  Lrj), 

No  person  was  dealt  with  during  the  year  1957  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act. 

Three  persons,  from  Aldridge,  Rushall  and  Streetly,  were,  however, 
after  considerable  difficulty,  successfully  removed  to  suitable 
accommodation. 
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The  endeavour  to  control  the  use  of  caravans  as  dwellings  continues 
to  prove  very  difficult. 

In  addition  to  two  licensed  sites  in  the  district  there  are  a number 
of  constant  and  recurring  cases  which  demand  considerable  inspectorial 
time  in  checking,  in  an  endeavour,  to  exercise  control. 

It  would  appear  the  Council  have  insufficient  legal  powers  to  satis- 
factorily cope  with  this  problem, 

MASS  RADIC_1R/^EI_  UNIT  SURVEYS. 

A Mass  Radiography  Unit  carried  out  a survey  at  B.R  D.  Co  Ltd., 
Aldridge,  on  3/2/37o  The  following  report  gives  details  of  this 
survey,  which  includes  employees  from  several  factories  in  the 
district.

The  above  service,  carried  out  at  the  Ambulance  Depot,  Hatherton 
Road,  Walsall,  attends  'weekly  as  follows:- 

Every  Monday  (Bank  Holidays  excepted), 

11c 15  n.m.  to  12,30  p.m, 

1.45  p.m.  to  3«0  p.m, 

3,15  p.m.  to  4.30  p.m. 

The  cases  X-rayed  at  these  sessions  are  referred  by  General 
Practitioners,  industrial  Medical  Officers  etc.  Members  of  the 
public  are  not  examined  unless  they  are  so  referred. 

Experience  has  made  it  clear  that  the  Unit  is  of  greater 
value  when  the  persons  dealt  with  have  been  recommended  as  above. 

GIUERAL  REMARKS . 

The  health  of  the  population  was  very  satisfactory  during  1957. 

The  crude  birth  rate  (19o8A)  was  considerably  higher  than  the 
average  for  the  previous  3 years  (l4o  94 ) * 

The  crude  death  rate  (6,06)  was  also  lower  than  the  average  for 
the  last  3 ye  cars  (74: 0)„  dor  the  tenth  consecutive  year  no  death 
resulted  from  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion.  This  is  most 
gratifying. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  (l6.73)  was  considerably  lower  (in  1956 
it  was  33o&4)  and  compares  with  23,0  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales,  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Four  tuberculous  persons  were  re-housed  during  the  year.  The 
co-operation  between  the  Housing  and  the  Health  Committees  in  the 
problem  of  re-housing  tuber cuU  ous  persons  continues,  o.s  in  the  past. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  has  been  efficiently  conducted 
during  the  year.  The  work  of  Slum  Clearance  has  been  progressive  and 
the  inspection  of  meat  has  been  maintained.  These  two  sections  of  the 
Public  Health  service  involve  considerable  inspectorial  time,  A con- 
stant endeavour  is  made  to  dead  with  complaints  and  other  routine  work 
as  fully  as  possible. 

All  the  staff  from  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  downwards  have 
conducted  their  respective  duties  conscientiously  and  willingly. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  thorough  working  knowledge  of 
the  district  and  its  requirements  is  of  great  value. 

My  long  association  with  Mr.  Boocock,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
is,  after  31  years,  now  concluded,  and  I feel  I may  be  allowed  the 
liberty,  in  this  report,  to  pay  tribute  to  him.  He  has  proved  himself 
to  be  most  conscientious  and  meticulous  in  his  work,  which  he  carried 
out  without  fear  or  favour,  at  all  times  setting  a good  example  to  the 
remainder  of  the  Public  Health  Department  staff. 

I sincerely  trust  he  may  be  spared  to  enjoy  tho.  many-  years  of clslsiirely 
retirement  he  has  so  worthily  earned. 


I again  desire  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
and  also  fellow  Officers  and  Council  staff,  for  the  co-operation, 
consideration  and’ courtesy  received  in  the  course  of  my  duties 
during  the  year.
